LONDON, England (Tuesday)-—The 
recent suspension of British credits to 
France was the subject of an interview 
given to a representative of The 
Christian Sc‘*nce Monitor by Mr. 
Douché, president of the French Cham- 
ber of Commerce in London. 

“The position is a simple one,” said 
Mr. Douché, “If Germany, had not 
been driven into signing the armistice 
and the war had gone on, the Allies 
would not have hesitated to continue 
the sacrifice of both men and money. 
In other words, France would have 
been given unlimited credits to kill 
and be killed. 

“An a the nations have now 
reached the period of reconstruction. 
France has suffered more than others. 
Her industrial provinces are ravaged 
and her losses in the field amount to 
1000,000 men out of a- population of 
4,000,000, Great Britain, with a popu- 
lation of 65,.000.000, has lost 600,000 
men, and the United States, about 
6000 out of 109,000.000. 

“France is crippled in her industries 
for the time being and must obtain 
goods from both England and America. 
To do this, since she cannot pay in 
she must be granted credits. 
But there is apparently a reluctance 
in some quarters to give them. People 
do not understand that France is only 
asking what she mlist have to regain 
her prosperity, on which depends that 
of the world; for France js the world’s 
bulwark against Germany. 

“It is security we ask for. We want 
to be strong, so as to have nothing to 
fear; and this is the best way of 
expelling the chance of war.

“Tt will be impossible for my depart- 
ment to have any

The discov ery and public: ation, now 
and then, of secret methods of circulation of incendiary 
literdture evidently result in some modification of the 
methods, but the circulation of the literature persists. 
I-fforts of this character by agenciés of the organization 
in the eastern part of the country, more obviously than 
ever before, center in New York City, while those ex- 
erted in the northwest appear to be well distributed 
among several of the larger cities of Washington and 
Oregon.

Thus when, 1n the 
early days ofthe struggle, Austria attempted to make 
the Tzecho-Slovaks { fight against their fellow Slavs in 
Kussia, thev deserted the Austrian armies, not in com- 
panies but in regiments, and, organizing themselves into 
a separate force, fought for Russia. ~ Then when Russia 
collapsed, and the Ukrainians with whom they were co- 
operating threw themselves into the arms of the Germans 
so as to escape the Bolsheviki, the Tzecho-Slovaks refused 
to submit, repudiated with contempt the offer of the 
I-nrperor Charles of Austria to grant them “‘amnesty’’ and 
“autonomy,” and, turning their faces east, commenced, 
undismaved, a march half round the world to join torces 
with the Allies at Vladivostok. The story of the march 
is, Of course, one of the-great stories of history, and, as 
the account of it began to filter through to the outside 
world, men everywhere began to understand the Tzecho- 
Slovaks better, and to recognize them as a great people, 
a people who had already attained to a large visfon, and 
a willingness calmly and resolutely to sacrifice themselves 
for it, which placed them well in the van of human 
progress, 

When, therefore; such a people as this asks for help. 
it will certainly not ask in vain. As Miss -Masaryk’s 
letter clearly slrows, the Tzecho-Slovaks have no intention 
of giving way for a moment inthe struggle.

The Earlier U.S.S. George e Washington 


» Nor for a long time has the name of the first Presi- 
dent of the United States been brought so frequently to 
the eve and the tongue of all sorts of people as it has 
been in these reeent davs of League of Nations debates 
and trans-Atlantic lay giao voyaging. Now a Wash- 
ington policy hgures 1 1 popular talk; again it Is a ship 
that brings his name to mention, Yet it is probably safe 
to say that hardly an infinitesimal fraction: of the people 
who exhibit a full line of information about the U. S. S. 
George Washington in which President Wilson has been 
traveling forth and back between the United States and 
I'rance have anv detailed knowledge of that antecedent 
\inerican warship, the George Washington of Mediter- 
ranean fame, that introduced the Stars and Stripes to 
the Dardanelles and the ‘Turks in Constantinople at a 
time when the United States was too young to be known 
or thought of in Europe and very far indeed from having 
a President received with honor in councils of the [curo- 
Rather was the American Republic under 
tribute to the Eastern world in those days, tor as the 
lcighteenth Century turned into the Nineteenth the Bar- 
hary pirates were still exerting a powerful check upon 
the slapping of the great carrving nations, and it was in 
bearing the United States tribute money to the Dey of 
\leiers in the-yvear 1800 that the George Washington 
of those days became the central feature in a series ot 
diplomatic adventures such as make the career of the 
modern George Washington, despite its intimate and im- 
portant diplomatic relationship, appear somewhat lacking 
im color. 

The fun began for Captain William Bainbridge’s 
George \Vashington as soon as she had anchored under 
the guns of the Dev’s battertes, in Septembefr, 1800. The 
Dev allowed her to transter the tribute money which was 
to assure United States shipping tor one year 
piratical attacks from the Algerians, then pressed the 
\merican vessel into his service for a voyage td Con- 
stantinople, whither he wished to send some two hundred 
envoys and upM ard of $500,000 to appease his overlord, 
the Sultan, who-had been seriously offended by the Dev’s 
friendly treaty with France ata time when Turkey, with 
(sreat Brien as ally, was Carrying on a war against 
Napoleon in. Egypt. The Dey’s. argument, as Maclay 
relates the story, ran as tollows to the American com- 
mander: “You pay me tribute and thus become my slaves: 
therefore | may order you as I think proper.” It was 
effective, even, to start the vessel out of the roadstead 
ving the Algerian flag. » But a difterent story might have 
been told if the position ot the frigate under the Dey’s 
batteries had not given his argument peculiar weight of 
edvantage, as witness the fact that the Algerian colors 
were replaced by the Stars and Stripes as soon as the 
vessel rot out ot range. 

The arrival of the George Washington at Constanti- 
nople gave the Sultan his first official advices of the 
existence of a nation in-North America, and he was 
pleased to show the visitors honors that contrasted. notably 
with his harsh treatment of the Dey’s envoys. Among 
other presents he gave to the American commander a 
lirman entitling him to the protection of the Sultan in 
any part of the Turkish lempire. Members of the Diplo- 
Inatic Corps thereatter made haste to show the American 
some attention, and he, in his turn, after taking @ trip 
in hits long boat into the Black Sea ror the sake of being 
the first to hoist the American flag there, gave a dinner 
that was unique in its international significance. He had 
the four.corners ot his‘table marked with decanters con- 
taining fresh water trom the four quarters of the globe: 
representatives of lcurope, Asia, Africa and America «at 
down together to the feast; and, of the flesh, fruits. bread 
and other food served to them, a sample of each sort 
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from each quarter of the globe was presented at tlie 
same time. } 

How the George Washington carried back to Algiers 
the Sultan's demand that the Dey declare war forthwith 
upon France, how the Dey sought to impress the ship 
once more into special service, and how the .\merican 
commander turned the Dey s threats into cringing obei- 
sances by showing the firman given him by the Sultan, 
would be enough of themselves to keep the name ot 
(Captain Bainbridge and his fine old frigate fresh in the 
thoughts of naval men. A final act was ot a sort to main- 
tain the fame of craft 4nd commander internationally. 
As Bainbridge was ready to sail tor home, the Dey de- 
clared war on France, threatening the Fron in hits 
domain with dire penalties if they remained there forty- 
cight hours thereafter. In default of other ships to take 
them away, Bainbridge placed the George Washington at 
their- disposal, and landed them safely at Alicante. As 
this service was performed while the United States and 
France were at war, it has doubtless done its share to 
keep alive good feeling between these nations since those 
days. ~ Napoleons himself, though nominally an enemy, 
gave his assurances that such kindness would be “always 
remembered and reciprocated with pleasure whenever an 
occasion offered.” :

THE expression “the long arm of coincidence” is 
quite commonly attributed to Mr. Haddon Chambers, 
and certainly occurs in his drama, “Captain Swift.”

THE continued supremacy of A. C. Townley, presi- 
dent of the Non-Partisan League, which has recently 
assumed large proportions in some of the western states 
of the American Uniagn, would seem to be hanging de- 
cidedly mn-the balance now that at least four of the state 
officers selected or appointed as non-partisan leaguers are 
in open revolt against what they term his “autocratic 
political rule.” Whether or not the implication involved 
in such a charge 1s true, indications would seem to show 
that autocracy 1s liable to creep in even when every effort 
is made to prevent it from doing so, and it will probably 
always be so until it is realized “that democracy must be 
the natural outcome of democratic thought, and not some- 
thing to be. imposed upon people as an outside form of 
eovernment. 

THE pamphlet to Lord Liverpool and the Parliament, 
written by Walter Savage Landor in 1813, of which two 
copies only are known to exist, makes highly spirited 
reading. In it he sets out, with keen concern and much 
energy of indignation, to criticize the magnanimity with 
which Europe, and more especially EF ngland, showed 
themselves inclined to treat Napoleon after the Battle of 
LLeipsic, Napoleon whom Landor regarded as a criminal. 
ft only tor the gallows. Or Elba, he declared propheti- 
cally that it was “a rat- -trap open at both ends, trom which 
it Was impossible that Napoleon should not escape.” Was 
the Congress of Vienna, he asked in bitter scorn, with its 

“well-dressed ambassadors and ingenuous state papers,” 
to produce nothing more lasting than another Treaty of 
Utrecht? He called in vain for the temper of Lord 
. thatham which should deliver the country from a mere 

“experimental peace.’ Within a vear of bey" Jeon’s han- 
ishment to the “rat-trap open at both end he was back 
in Iranee, and Eurape avas once more e plunged into war.
